PREFACE 


Writing is one of the four basic skills of language. It is a receptive skill which helps in 
the development of productive and reproductive skills as well as in self-instructional skills. The 
present work book is an effort in the direction of developing the self Instructional skills of Non- 
Hindi knowing adults whether Indian or foreigner and thus it can be viewed as an effort in the 
field of adult education through Devanagari writing system. The arrangement of the Devanagari 
writing symbols on the basis of similarity in shape and frequency in occurence, their grading, and 
sequencing of the teaching points and the final presentation, through the medium of Roman alpha¬ 
bets bears testimony to its effectiveness in acheiving the desired goal of teaching Devanagari sylla¬ 
bary system. The coordination of different teaching points is well planned on the basis of contra¬ 
stive study of Roman and Devanagari and intensive field research in Devanagari writing system 
conducted in the Institute by the author. The book is intended for self-instructional purpose and 
as such includes all the instructions which otherwise go to make part of the Teacher's Manual. 
After initiating the learner to writing system, the book helps him in developing the skills of reading 
and comprehension as well as the creative and manipulative skills. I hope the book will prove useful 
and serve as a tool in spreading the Devanagri syllabary and through it the use of Hindi language.

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INTRODUCTION 


I. Objectives of the work book. 

The main purpose of the work-book is to provide useful and scientific self-instructional material to the 
English knowing adults who intend to learn Hindi (DevanSgari) script. The material of the book is so 
arranged that any teacher engaged in short-term intensive Hindi teaching programmes: designed for adult 
learners, would also find it useful for his students and utilise it for the class room teaching without making 
much alterations. 

The book consists of 20 graded lessons in which sufficient number of exercises are provided for the 
cognition of the strokes, gradual combination of the strokes into graphemes, graphemes and allographs 1 
and grapheme-phoneme correspondence and combination of graphemes into larger units. In each lesson 
exercises are provided for writing practice of the strokes, graphemes, allographs, grapheme combinations 
(conjunct consonants etc.), words, phrases and simple sentences. In addition to the above each lesson has 
exercises for reading practice. Approximately it will take one hour for practicing each lesson and thus one 
could complete the whole book in a total period of 20 hours and learn Hindi writing and reading fluently. 

II. Difficulties in learning ‘writing and reading’ Hindi script. 

One of the main difficulties in learning ‘writing and reading’ Hindi script (as second script) is the 
interference of the script of the mother tongue of the learner. If the learner has more than one language 
in his linguistic repertoire and the script of the other language so learnt is different from his mother tongue- 
script, it is ever possible that the Hindi script would be interfered by the script of the second language. As 
this book is meant for the English knowing adult learners, it is worth-while to look into the difficulties of 
learning Hindi script by such learners. 

As the structures and the systems of both the scripts; Roman and Hindi are different from each 
other, it is but natural that the Roman script interferes with the Hindi script while learning to write and read 
it. The interference can be viewed in two ways : 

(1) (i) In writing the Hindi Vowels, consonants and matra (allographs of vowels) symbols. 

(ii) In writing conjunct symbols (consonant + vowel matras) and conjunct consonants. 

(2) In the cognition of symbol-sound correspondence and word-level reading. 

(1) The major structural differences one could see between the Roman and Hindi scripts are as 
follows : 

(i) Roman symbols are made with the help of fewer number of strokes whereas Hindi script 
symbols are made with the help of a greater number of strokes. 

(ii) The motor activity of the hand in writing Roman script, is limited to certain directions, but 
it is multi-directional in Hindi script. 

(iii) siro rekha (head line) is not used in Roman script, but, in Hindi it.is an essential part of 
every letter. 

(2) Now let us see the differences in the graphemic system of the Roman and Hindi scripts. 

(i) In Hindi in many cases consonant symbols change their sound value according to their

positions, Viz; in the ggg (panapd) the intial g denotes two sounds /pa/ where as the 
final g denotes only one sound /p/. In the word 3TTTT (apana) the medial g denotes one 
sound IpJ only. This is due to the fact that the Hindi (Devansgri) script is syllabic while 
the Roman script is alphabetical one. 

(ii) In contrary with the Roman script Hindi vowel symbols excepting 3f have two allographs*; one 
is called vowel grapheme and the other matra. 

Matras are joined with the consonants. On account of the matra system the combination of 
two visual symbols (grapheme and its allograph) represents one sound. Viz :

(iii) In Roman graphemes are written in a linear order (one after the other) whereas in Hindi, 
matras (allographs of vowels) are attached with the consonants in six different positions.

III. The plan of the book . 

(a) Selection, grouping and gradation of the teaching points in the twenty lessons are based on 
the results of the following analysis : 

. (i) Contrastive analysis of the symbols of Roman and Hindi. 

(ii) Error analysis of the Hindi script writings of the English knowing adults; both foreign 
and Indian. 

(iii) Analysis of the opinions of the Hindi teachers on the difficulties of teaching Hindi script 
to the students whose mother tongue-script is Roman. 

(b) In addition to the above the following facts have also been kept in mind while presenting the 
teaching material in the lessons so that the learners may be able to learn the script scientifically 
and rapidly : 

(i) Symbols that are made by the same strokes may be presented in one lesson.

(iii) Symbols which are taught in the previous lessons may be repeated in the subsequent 
lessons so that learners may be able to practice the previously learnt symbols along with 
the new ones.

V. Try out and the final draft of the work-book. 

The first draft of the present book was prepared by me in the year 1973 when I was entrusted to 
teach Hindi writing skills to the graduate and under-graduate Mizo and Naga students (Roman script 
is being used for the Mizo and Naga languages) who have been deputed to the intensive Hindi teaching- 
cum-training courses of the Institute by the respective state Governments. For the last four year i.e. 
from 1973 to 1976 the material has been used as a tool for learning/teaching Hindi writing system for the 
adult students of the following courses of the Institute and after each course necessary additions and altera¬ 
tions were made and then the final draft is prepared : 

(1) Intensive Hindi teaching-cum-training courses for the graduate students of Mizoram—2 courses; 
each course consisting of 20 students. 

(2) Intensive Hindi teaching-cum-training courses for the under graduate students of Mizoram—3 
courses; each course consisting of 30 students. 

(3) Intensive Hindi teaching-cum-training courses for the under graduate teachers of Nagaland—4 
courses; each course consisting of 20 students. 

(4) General intensive Hindi teaching-cum-training courses for the students of heterogeneous 
language groups—4 courses; each course consisting of 8 students. 

(5) Functional Hindi teaching courses for the Bank officers of non-Hindi regions of India—2 
courses; each course consisting of 25 officers. 
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(6) Intensive Hindi teaching course for the Wisconsin University graduate students deputed to 
the Diploma and certificate courses—2 Courses consisting of 18 students.
